Kina’s CHaPEL, noted Colonial landmark, has been 
a gracious neighbor of the famous Parker House for 
over 86 years. King’s Chapel was so named because 
it was established by the Private Chaplain of King 
James II. The first services were held in a wooden 
building on the site on June 30, 1689, and the 
cornerstone of the present stone edifice was laid on 


August 11, 1740. It was built of granite from 
Quincy —the first quarried in America. King’s 
Chapel, the first Episcopal church in New England, 
became after the Revolution the first Unitarian 
church in the United States. It is claimed that the 
pulpit is the oldest in New England, it having been 
moved from the original wooden building and trans- 
ferred to the present one. During the siege of Boston 
British soldiers used King’s Chapel as a 
place of worship.

The idea of a student musical show, 
with a comedy plot running through it 
or with short skits, germinated in the 
minds of a few talented students as long 
ago as last fall. It was the ambition of 
Welch, Benton, Rogers, and Selden to 
bring eventually to the stage a show 
which would be entirely their own crea- 
tive work. They were well aware that 
long and arduous tasks lay ahead, if they 
were to achieve their goal. But they 
were not deterred by this prospect. They 
soon began to lay out their program, 
which, after many false starts, interrup- 
tions and changes, is offered tonight for 
your entertainment as “Out of Bounds,” 
Musical Revue in 13 scenes. 

‘This performance has not been realized 
without the hard work, advice, and de- 
votion of many persons. The authors 
and composers have leaned heavily upon 
the experience and assistance of their 
friends, in both the student body and the 
faculty, Garside, Averitt, and Carpenter, 
along with Mr. Mayher, have brought 
to the production the full equipment, 
and experience and ‘‘Knowhow”’ of the 
Dramatic Association, in all the fields of 
the stage—management, carpentry, light- 
ing, properties, and make-up. Mr. Folds 
and Mr. Neibling encouraged and ad- 
vised the authors at every step in the 
writing of the show, both skits and lyrics. 
When combined efforts were necessary to 
get an idea into a scene and make it a 
skit, Mr. Folds worked heavily on two 
of the skits, as well as helping with the 
production staff on scenery. Mr. Neib- 
ling would undoubtedly have continued 
with the play if the possibility of military 
service had not intervened. 

I came into the picture first as an actor, 
shortly before the end of the winter term. 
I agreed to take the role of the Barker in 
the dance sequence, a few days later had 
become director of the production. Try- 
outs were held at the very end of the term, 
with rehearsals beginning about the first 
of April. Since that time our work has 
been making a theatrical production out 
of the authors’ ideas, script and music. 


EARL A. BARRETT 


The obstacles have been great for all those 
connected with the undertaking. More 
than sixty individuals have had to sand- 
wich the preparation of this show into 
their already crowded routines. The 
response of everybody has been magnifi- 
cent. I have had some years of experi- 
ence in putting on shows, and I think 
I may truthfully state that I never had 
to do with a more cooperative group of 
boys than those who have made this show 
possible. Early mornings and all day 
Sunday rehearsals have been cheerfully 
received. But for these “Out of Bounds’’ 
could not have been whipped in shape. 

I thank sincerely and at the same time 
congratulate every member of the cast 
and production staff. Each one has put 
his best into tonight’s show. Welch, Gar- 
side, Rogers, Benton, and Selden have 
“lived” the show through these trying 
weeks. They have been a _ tower of 
strength and inspiration to me, and tireless 
in their efforts to achieve uniformly high 
standard throughout the show. If there 
are shortcomings the fault will not be 
theirs but their director’s. 


HOW TP HAPPENED 


As the curtain rises on this performance 
of “Out of Bounds,”’ not many of you will 
realize how much toil and genius has 
gone into the production. It all started 
last November. At that time Nick Ben- 
ton, one of the more important men in 
the show’s development, approached Ron- 
ald B. Rogers, secretary of the Dramatic 
Association, asking him about the possi- 
bilities of a musical revue for the coming 
spring. Rogers was dubious about the 
chances for putting on such a show. When 
the question was taken to Mr. Folds, he 
also was not very encouraging, so pros- 
pects for the musical were not too bright. 

Fortunately through the visit of Mr. 
Erdmann Harris, guest lecturer on current 
affairs, interest was revived. Mr. Harris, 
in an informal meeting of the combined 
Dramatic Association and Musical Clubs, 
told the group that he had written musi- 
cals annually for the Laurenceville School 
and stated that he had done some. work 
in the same field at Camp Dudley. Mr. 
Harris, a good friend of Spencer Welch, 
unknowingly gave him the idea of staging 
a similar musical here at Exeter. Mean- 
_while Rogers and Benton had _ started 
writing a show of their own, entitled 
*“Hands Off,”? which was to be submitted 
to the Dramatic Association for the spring 
production. News of the planned musi- 
cal spread. Welch and Joe Selden, who 
also were considering writing a musical 
joined the original pair, and the seed was 
sown. 

On the first Sunday afternoon of the 
winter term Mr. Neibling met for the 
first time with the four authors, Rogers, 
Benton, Welch, and Selden. Each pair 
had a different idea. Rogers and Benton 
were already writing their sophisticated 
musical while Welch and Selden favored 
a school-boy revue. ‘The second sugges- 
tion was ultimately adopted. Prior to 
this meeting Spencer Welch had com- 
posed most of the “Dicky Slip Blues,” 
the first concrete contribution to the show. 

Work was then divided with Rogers 
working on the script, Welch composing 
music, Selden adding the lyrics, while 
Benton helped both with the script and 
the music. Frequently meetings were 
held with Mr. Neibling, at which the 


many problems of production were dis- 
cussed. 

Two and one half weeks before the end 
of the winter term, the show was ap- 
proved by the Dramatic Association and 
Messrs. Mayher and Barrett. The latter, 
who had been offered a large part as 
Barker, was also asked to direct the pro- 
duction, as it was feared then that Mr. 
Neibling would be inducted before the 
show’s completion. The title, “Out of 
Bounds,” was chosen because the musical 
is a satire of school regulations of the past, 
present, and future, and because, the 
type of show was different from past 
years. 

The first tryouts were held on the 
Wednesday before spring vacation. These 
tryouts proved to be a test for the script, 
for revisions had to be made. Two 
scenes, “Faculty Meeting”? and ‘Faculty 
Tea,” were cast. Because of the difficulty 
in casting, there were no tryouts for the 
remaining scenes, the authors assigning 
the remaining roles and places in the 
chorus to boys who had shown great in- 
terest and enthusiasm in the production. 

Many obstacles had to be overcome 
during the weeks of practice. Rehearsals 
were held usually after lunch and supper. 
Several times the chorus was compelled to 
practice at six o’clock in the morning be- 
cause of the lack of time. Extra-curricu- 
lar activities of many of the cast somewhat 
impeded the show’s progress. 

Two weeks before the date of the per- 
formance the original finale was discarded 
and a new one, a pot-pourri of the revue’s 
music and lyrics was substituted. Wich 
Charles Garside taking charge of the 
costumes and Sam Averitt as production 
manager, two successful dress rehearsals 
were run off, the first on May 7, and the 
second a few days later. 

Since a record was being made of sev- 
eral Glee Club selections, it was decided 
to press three of the show’s songs, ‘‘Girl 
with a Bustle,’ ‘Dicky Slip Blues,” and 
“T Get a Lift’? on the other side of the disc. 

Because of the enthusiasm of all con- 
cerned, ‘Out of Bounds” has emerged 
as a fitting climax to a successful year of 
P. E. A. dramatics. 


RONALD B. ROGERS 


Ronatp B. RoceErs, probably destined 
for the entertainment business from birth, 
has this time lent his unusual talents to 
“Out of Bounds” and since the show was 
in its very first embryonic form has been 
the most enthusiastic sponsor that it could 
desire to possess). When the Dramatic 
Association determined to produce a stu- 
dent musical built around original ideas 
of Spence Welch and Joe Selden, Rog 
turned from another project of his own 
to give his wholehearted support to the 
new venture. As the show shaped into 
being, he was depended upon to’ supply 
the bulk of the spoken script, a task which, 
we realize today, be fulfilled more than 
adequately in whimsical writings. 

He has been a member of the P. E. A. 
Dramatic Association for all of his four 
years at Exeter, and this year he is its 
secretary. Rog is above all else an ac- 
complished actor,—the notable successes 
among his five characterizations on the 
Exeter stage include his portrayal of Cap- 
tain Loft in “The Moon Is Down” and 
that of a movie tough last fall in “Every 
Man for Himself.” In another field, Rog 
is distinguished for his brilliant work upon 
The Exonian, of which he has been de- 
partment editor for four terms. The 
penetrating wit and comment of his col- 
umns, ‘‘Waxworks” and ‘Flickers,’ have 
done much to bring the paper to the ex- 
cellence which it now has attained. 


BOOK, MUSIC, 


SPENCER WELCH. The original genius 
of “Out of Bounds,’ Spencer Welch has 
from the beginning consistently given over 
unselfishly much of his crowded time to 
the supervision of musical elements in the 
show. Most of the imaginative original 
music in the production he is responsible 
for, and during the two performances he 
will be seated at the piano, performing 
with the assistance of Barklie Henry and 
Jake Underhill the accompaniment to the 
musical numbers. 

For three years Spence has been asso- 
ciated with Exeter dramatics, starting out 


‘in his first year at school on the produc- 


tion end. He soon turned to acting, aus- 
piciously breaking into this field with a 
splendid portrayal of the disillusioned 
German officer in ‘“The Moon Is Down.” 
This year he was elected vice-president of 
the P. E. A. Dramatic Association. 

In addition, at Exeter Spence has been 
active in several other activities. This 
year he is captain of the Academy crew 
squad and stroke of the second varsity 
boat, a strong and dependable oarsman 
about to win his second E in the sport.. 
Following his major interest, he has been 
a member of both the Glee Club and the 
Choir. :

The encourage- 
ment of Joseph L. Selden was most valua- 
ble in maintaining the esprit de corps of 
the little group of students which has spon- 
sored and brought forth tonight’s pro- 
duction.

His work has been 
of greatest value in assuring accomplish- 
ment of countless small but necessary 
details that others have neglected or have 
not been able to perform—inserting no- 
tices in chapel, calling consultations of 
the authors and producers, assisting with 
the program, supervising at rehearsals, 
and many other tasks. Nick’s enthusi- 
asm has been limitless. Moreover, Nick 
is credited with the authorship of one of 
the hit songs of the show, “I Get a Lift,” 
a catchy tune with clever if strictly Ben- 
tonian lyrics. The chatter immediately 
preceding the singing of the “‘Dickey Slip 
Blues” also flowed from his pen. Back- 
stage, he is teamed with Charles Garside 
as stage manager and designer. 

Nick is perhaps the most prominent 
member of the Dramatic Association from 
the Class of 1945.

Musical shows and vaudeville are no 
innovation at Exeter, but this type of en- 
tertainment has lain dormant for a num- 
ber of years. “Out of Bounds” promises 
to be another success to add to a long 
line of preceding hits. 

According to the Pean musicals at 
P. E. A. began with a Minstrel Show put 
on by members of the Senior Class in 
December 1906 at the Exeter Opera 
House. This show was described as being 
given ‘“‘to defray Senior Class Day ex- 
penses.”” Off and on for a number of 
years thereafter the Academy students 
presented what was termed the ‘SP. E. A. 
Vaudeville Show” in addition to the regu- 
lar ‘“‘legitimate” plays. These produc- 
tions were not under the wing of the 
Dramatic Association, but vaguely under 
the direction. of the Musical Director. 
Most of these shows were given in the 
old Opera House, formerly a _ Baptist 
Church, which stood on the corner of 
Spring and Water Streets. The building 
burned to the ground in October, 1919. 
From that time until 1929, when the 
chapel was first used, the few musicals 
that were given (there were not many) 
took place in the Ioka Theatre. 

Vaudeville came into its own at Exeter 
in the years 1928-1931. To Mr. Barrett 
belongs the credit for reviving this enter- 
tainment—in a somewhat changed form 
that was called a ‘“‘Revue.”” The students, 
assisted by Mr. Barrett would write the 
dialogue of a slight plot strung along 
through one or two acts of a musical 
comedy, making a place for all the musi- 
cal, dancing, tumbling, juggling, eic., 
talent that could be found among the 
student body. Under Mr. Barrett’s able 
direction such stars as “Sonny”? Tufts of 
the class of 1930 made their debut on the 
Exetereystaccs. & (oonny; = ufts,” aor, 
Barrett says, “who had a fine singing 
voice and who was a natural-born come- 
dian and burlesquer was, I recall, the 
first and greatest of our red-hot Torch 
singers.” The Exonian of 1930 comments 
on both his singing ability and his excel- 
lent impersonations of some of the pro- 
fessors which he gave in “‘Happy Daze,” 
the show of that year. Other Exonians

The Director 


Had it not been for Earl A. Barrett, of 
the Academy French department, this 
season’s P. E. A. Dramatic Association 
production might never have reached the 
stage at all. Due to his untiring efforts 
the play was rounded from a series of 
strung-out, brief skits into the vehicle 
that you witness tonight. 

But to Mr. Barrett, musical-comedies 
are nothing new, for, as head of the Dra- 
matic Society in the late 1920’s, he suc- 
cessfully staged quite a few shows of the 
musical type, among them ‘“‘Shipbored”’ 
and “Happy Daze.” Add to these the 
annual jazz vaudeville production, and 
you have the reason for the Monsieur’s 
success. According to him there have 
been many revues of the ‘‘Out of Bounds” 
type, but this is the first in which the 
scores as well as the lyrics have been en- 
gineered by the students. 

Mr. Barrett “‘broke into” P. E.A. drama 
through a fluke: Mr. Webber, former 
faculty adviser to the group, resigned 
suddenly from his school position. Be- 
cause of his past experience on the stage, 
the director was asked to step in as a 
“temporary replacement.’ He was 
“temporary” until 1933, when he asked 
to be relieved of his duty. Certainly no 
praise is too much for this, his crowning, 
glorious achievement.

Ae RINGLING BROS and Barnum «& Bailey 
Circus, always predominating in gayety and color, 
is this season gleefully greater, more brilliantly be- 
decked and vastly superior in the matter of music. 

Rolling in high on its own long trains of double- 
length steel railroad cars, now coated in screaming 
red and yellow, the world's largest traveling amuse- 
ment institution sets the pace and the mood with a 
new and more potent entertainment elixir to excite 
the eye and ear. 

Created by Ringlings, run by Ringlings and person- 
ally staged by the circus’ president, Robert Ringling, 
this year’s show sweeps into a still more “circusy” 
groove, to the delight of the millions who prefer their 
tanbark tonic straight. 

The high spot of the 1944 performance is the mag- 
nificent new super-spectacle, “Panto’s Paradise,” a 
lavishly garnished funfeast, starring Emmett Kelly, 
first clown in circus history to attain stardom since the 
fabulous Dan Rice of nineteenth century fame. This 
exhilarating processional pageant involved an outlay 
of stupendous proportions and months of detailed 
preparation. 

Every gaudy hue of the spectrum tints the garb of 
its almost endless parade of gay participants, each 
group seemingly more radiant and impressive than 
the preceding one, in this gleaming, glittering glad- 
some throng. 

While this season's spectators thrill to the wonders 
of “Panto’s Paradise,” the sensational new Cloud 
Ballet, the stirring Grand Finale and the huge host of 
other allurements in the arena and in the air, they 
enjoy the absence of a circus gremlin that has, until 
this year, been part of the circus musical program. 
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The ‘umpah”" of the band is no longer there. 

This annoying element of all former circus music 
has been emphatically removed by the new Ringling 
Bros and Barnum & Bailey all-brass Wonder Band 


through revolutionary instrumentations by Bert 
Knapp, the show’s director of music, and Robert 
Ringling. 


Along an entirely new line of thought, these men 

have created a new school of out-and-out circus 
music, which not only interprets the circus more ade- 
quately and makes it more “circusy,”’ but does away 
with the boring “umpah, umpah.”

THE CIRCUS AT HOME 


BY JOHN T. MARTIN 


En THE CIRCUS enjoys ‘the “pause that 
refreshes.” 

It is not possible for The Greatest Show on Earth 
to remain on the road fifty-two weeks a year, though 
certain sections of the United States do offer typical 
circus weather in the wintertime. 

Seven months on the road, exhibiting in so many 
towns and cities throughout the country means terrific 
wear and tear on costly equipment. This necessitates 
a period of rehabilitation at Winterquarters in Sara- 
soia, Florida. 

It was there when I made my first visit to the home 
of the Ringling Bros and Barnum & Bailey Circus last 
winter that I found a veritable circus city located on 
the outskirts of this delightful resort city. I discovered 
that feverish activity begins the moment the circus 
arrives back home in November and continues until 
the new season opens the following April. 
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I was in no way prepared for the wonders that 
awaited me at the famous Winterquarters. Facts and 
figures are important to one in quest of a story and I 
asked at the gate to be directed to the publicity office. 

Surprise number one came to me when the gateman 
pointed to a large silvered railroad car on the inner 
edge of the vast parking lot. “That,’’ he said, “is the 
press department car.” 

This sanctum of the superlative and alliteration is 
in reality a retired railroad car once the proud pos- 
session of the original Ringling Bros as their first 
private car. 

As I entered, my eyes met those of a man crouched 
over a big desk strewn with pictures, stories and ad- 
vertising layouts. This was Roland Butler, general 
press representative of the world’s largest circus, the 
man who has rediscovered or put into the dictionary 
more new words than any person I have ever met. 


“Hello,” he said. “What's on 
your mind?” 

I introduced myself and dis- 
played my credentials, stating 
that I was here to write about 
the circus. 

“That's fine—fine,” chirped 
Mr. Butler. ‘Just make yourself 
at home until Hal there,’’— 
(with a wave of his hand)— 
“gets through with that cap- 
tion he’s writing and we'll see 
that you are shown around.” 

Across the room a tall chap 
was seated at the typewriter. 
He looked up, grinned and 
shook hands. This was Hal 
Olver, story man of the Big 
Show whose prolific typewriter 
has banged out thousands of 
circus yarns. ‘Be with you in a minute,” he said. 

I took this opportunity of sizing up the two men 
known in newspaper offices throughout the country. 

Years of “fronting” for the Big Show have made. a 
philosopher of Mr. Butler, who appeared completely 
at ease and rested even after an arduous four months 
at Winterquarters, for it is here during the “off season” 
of the show that the real work of the circus press agent 
is done. Most of it, anyway. And this holds true for all 
departments of the circus. 

Olver's stint at the typewriter finished, he adjusted 
a pair of huge sun-glasses over his ears, thrust a hand- 
ful of papers at me and lead the way out the door. 

I looked at these typewritten sheets containing fig-

ures on paint, canvas, lumber, 
animals, personnel and a great 
fund of information as I fol- 
lowed the angular Mr. Olver 
across the road to the railroad 
and paint shops. 

I used to be the biggest rail- 
road man in my neighborhood, 
having been the proud pos- 
sessor of the most complete 
miniature railroad in Sioux 
Falls. So it was somewhat with 
‘professional’ interest that I 
watched the welding and other 
repair work being done on the 
car trucks and wheels. On the 
other side of the big building 
was the paint shop bossed by 
George Escalera, who proudly 
pointed to some of his depart- 
ment’s masterpieces—brilliantly painted red and yel- 
low railroad cars. Mr. Escalera told me, and my notes 
verified his statement, that 2,780 gallons of paint had 
been used in repainting the physical equipment of 
the circus. 

On a large lot outside the paint shop were dozens 
of wagons resplendent in red, silver and gold. 

A hundred yards beyond, Mr. Olver pointed out 
another retired railroad car. This was the Winterquar- 
ters office of the president, Robert Ringling, and of 
James A. Haley, first vice-president; George W. Smith, 
general manager, and Pat Valdo, general director. 
Scattered about were electrical shops, woodworking

Bp ek sors CALLING NEW YORK"’—to me those 
few words have a definite significance. Impatiently 
I grab the telephone knowing that Robert Ringling 
has a new idea—and it has something to do with 
music for The Greatest Show on Earth. 

Just how many telephone calls or long hours of 
conference are involved would be rather difficult to 
recall. The first few meetings are really fun. The en- 
tire production staff is present and open discussion is 
the keynote. Enthusiasm prevails and reaches a pitch 
where some gigantic, but impractical, ideas burst 
forth. This probably happens because each one of 
us, especially in the earlier stages, is floating through 
the air with the greatest of ease. Mr. Ringling will 
laugh heartily and soon all ears and eyes will turn 
in one direction. We know we are about to hear the 
general outline for the Big Show, and that the time 
has come for individual meetings with the master 
showman. 

It is important to note that this enthusiasm is rever 
lost during the preparation or actual performance of 
the circus. As the real work is begun it becomes tem- 
pered by a feeling of great responsibility, and the 
realization that a long grind, approximately four 
months, lies ahead. 

In preparing the music, every minute of the per- 
formance is carefully considered. A drum roll is 
needed. That, in itself, is not a great musical contri- 
bution. But it is used to synchronize the sensational 
spin made by an acrobat. No sound is necessary for 
a cannon to function to its fullest extent, but from a 
dramatic point of view we couldn't tell the difference 
between a “dud” and the real thing unless accom- 
panied by a loud boom.

The production numbers, such as the frolicsome 
opening presentation, the breath-taking Cloud Ballet, 
the gorgeous super-spectacle and the stirring finale 
present a much different problem. The artistry, cos- 
tumes and floats each tell an individual story which © 
must be woven together by music. Original music 
mus! be written and specially arranged, or perhaps a 
standard number can be re-arranged to produce the 
necessary effect. Certain tone-color is needed, and, if 
found wanting in the instrumentation of the band, 
new instruments are added. And this year, the Ring- 
ling Bros and Barnum & Bailey new Wonder Band is 
the only musical organization in the history of the 
circus to use Bayreuth tubas. These newly-added in- 
struments are strong enough to support and contrast 
with the trombones and trumpets. 

As you watch the entrancing Big Show, do you see 
it with music? 

Back in the old days of silent pictures, the villain 
was more easily identified by sound than by his long 
black coat and customary handlebar mustache. You 
could turn your head away from the screen for a 
moment and if the pianist played a certain mysterioso 


you knew the villain had made his entrance. Though 

the costume played a definite part in establishing the 

scene, the music dispelled all doubt from your mind. 

At one performance of the circus last season, a 

large group of blind children sat spell-bound as

Ir IS DOUBTFUL that there is a housewife any- 
where who, especially in these days of point ration- 
ing, would envy George Blood, superintendent of the 
dining department of the Greatest Show on Earth, his 
job of feeding 1,600 persons three times daily! 

Yet the most frequently asked question of circus 
folks is: ‘How do you get your meals, when and 
where?” 

With food shortages the task is not always a simple 
one, especially in a kitchen that doesn't stay put more 
than a few days at a time and is often moved every 
twenty-four hours. 

Probably no one but George Blood could handle 
such a job because he’s been holding it down for 
twenty years and knows all the markets, big and 
small, in every city of the United States and Canada. 

But the circus folks do eat regularly and well. The 
system as devised by Mr. Blood works out as follows: 

The circus cookhouse, where the food is prepared 
and served to the staff, performers and workingmen, 
is operated on the same basis as a restaurant or hotel 
dining room, under the point rationing system. 

George Blood buys food from day to day while the 
circus is on the road and occasionally buys in ad- 
vance. However, to make sure he won't be caught 
short, he always carries five days’ supplies as re- 
serves which he can tap when necessary. 

Imagine raiding the ice-box for 1,600 helpings! 

In normal years, the circus people had a choice of 
three main dishes at every meal. But this year, the 
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choice is cut to two. However, Blood has yet to hear 
of any circus folks complaining about not getting 
enough to eat. 

There are two meatless days—Tuesday and Friday 
—when fish is served. And when meat supplies are 
short, fish again makes its appearance at the table. 
When potatoes are scarce, Mr. Blood substitutes such 
dishes as Spanish rice, macaroni, or spaghetti. 

“We're getting along very well,” Mr. Blood says. 
“There's a big sign up in the cook tent reminding 
the folks that there are shortages, and they aren't 
grumbling a bit. For myself, I just have to think faster, 
that’s all. And the 110 men in my department, includ- 
ing 27 chefs, have to be more careful-about waste.” 

Feeding the circus animals—the elephants, horses, 
jungle cats and rore animals including, of course, Mr. 
and Mrs. Gargantua—also is George Blood’s depart- 
ment, except that another circus unit buys the hay 
and grain. So far, there has been no great difficulty 
in obtaining stock feed. 

The carnivorous animals are fed unrationed gov- 
ernment inspected horsemeat, of which, according to 
Mr. Blood, there seems to be no scarcity. The cats get 
700 pounds of horsemeat a day. The monkeys and 
gorillas are fed fruits and vegetables in season— 
bananas, when they are obtainable, and apples, 
oranges, grapes, celery, lettuce, carrots, and so on. 

All supplies for the Big Show are contracted for 
by agents five or six weeks ahead and with every- 
thing purchased locally, it is a big order.

detail carried on under the direction of Mr. Haley, 
whose work may be likened to that of a city man- 
ager. Having the analytical and friendly mind so 
necessary to the circus business man, he does, in fact, 
administer the business affairs of a travelling city. 
And it is Jim Haley who greets the members of our 
armed forces who are guests of the circus on tour and 
sees to it that they enjoy every minute of their visit to 
the big top, He has never forgotten the time he was 
accorded similar courtesy by a circus in France when 
he was with the A.E.F. in World War I. 

Nearly 37,000 men and women in the service of our 
country and allies were admitted to the show without 
charge in 1943 through U.S.O. and because the 
Ringlings and Jim Haley wanted it that way. 
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Sarasota was a veritable beehive of activity this 
winter from the day the circus trains rolled into 
winterquarters from Tampa, last year’s closing stand. 

Seventy-thousand tons of physical equipment had 
to be rehabilitated, such as the eighty-one long steel 
railroad cars and all their vast enchanted cargo, in- 
cluding hundreds of wagons and cages, fleets of 
trucks and other paraphernalia almost without end. 

This equipment also had to be painted, redecorated 
and lettered and a huge new big top requiring 74,000 
yards of canvas and seventy miles of rope had to be 
made, as well as the forty other tents carried by the 
circus. 

And above all, a new show had to be produced. 

While painters, welders, mechanics, sailmakers, 
carpenters, harness makers, wagon builders, elec- 
tricians and other crews worked like beavers under 
the direction of the circus’ general manager, George 
W. Smith, in various sections of the 200-acre winter- 
quarters, those who had to do with the new per- 
formance were just as busy under the leadership of 
Robert Ringling. 

In addition to tedious daily practice sessions, many 
of the performers gave their services for various char- 
ity and relief events while members of the circus 
management were doubly occupied with the numer- 
ous Civic activities and welfare work of Mrs. Charles 
Ringling and Aubrey Haley. 

As chairman of the President's Birthday Ball com- 
mittee of the Infantile Paralysis Fund in Sarasota, 
Aubrey Haley was largely responsible for the over- 
whelming success of this year’s event, which estab- 
lished an all-time record for the county. 

Mrs. Charles Ringling, mother of Robert Ringling, 
who for many years has been committee chairman 
of the Salvation Army Home Service Appeal in Sara- 
sota, while directing campaigns for this organization 
and other worthy causes, managed to keep in close 
touch with the circus, as did Aubrey Haley. 

These gracious co-producers of the show and James 
A. Haley frequently conferred with department heads 
and personaHy greeted the circus craftsmen. Mrs. 
Charles Ringling made it a point to call on several 
veteran troupers who were started on their big top 
careers by her husband, one of the famous founders 
of the Ringling Brothers Circus. 

Meanwhile, Robert Ringling participated in War 
Bond drives and burned the midnight oil in shaping 
plans for this year's new performance, which he per- 
sonally staged. Mr. Ringling, who became an expert 
in staging and lighting during the years he achieved 
a distinguished career in grand opera, learned by 
experience the truth of the old adage, ’’Practice Makes 
Perfect.” 

Determined to give New York's opening night audi-

CLOWN MAKE-UP

There are nearly as 
many different kinds of 
make-up as there are 
clowns. Each one feels 
that he is ethically en- 
titled to his own pecul- 
iar style. So important 
is this to the profession that clowns 
have been known to leave their ‘faces’ 
to succeeding offspring. There are many 
variations between the elegant clown 
and the most fantastic of grotesques. 
The former was originally so decep- 
tively lacking in the usual make-up 
that he often defied detection until the 
audience had: been “taken.” The pen- 
cil sketches on this page illustrate a 
few of the most popular types of 
clowns in the arena today. The classic 
standby since early Elizabethan days 
is the neat or white face and scalp.

This is his 
twenty-sixth year with the circus and in all that time 
he has never had a vacation. 

He has no hobbies, but does harbor an ambition to 
take up some sort of a side line that would offer more 
excitement and give him something to do.

Ween they were working in Europe, appearing 
in music halls, circuses and in parks, the world 
famous high wire Wallendas frequently performed 
their perilous feats high over beaches, especially in 
the Lowlands’ resorts and on the Riviera. That is to 
say, they had their lofty rigging almost at the water's 
edge. 

Despite the gayety and charm of the famous 
resorts, Carl, Helene, Elizabeth, Herman, Joseph 
and others with the troupe, dreaded the beach 
appearances. 

The reason is simple. They had difficulty finding a 
marker to sight on, a fixed point on which to guide. 
The combers rolling toward the beach often confused 
them and their work was made doubly hard and 
trebly dangerous. ~. 

Now, the Wallendas are thrilling crowds with new 
hair-raising feats in the six-pole big top of The 
Greatest Show On Earth, and there are plenty of fixed 
points to sight on in that, the world’s largest tent. 
Among the new pulse-quickeners is one in which 
Helene and Elizabeth revolve on a slender pole, held 
on the shoulders of Carl and Herman, who balance 
on the wire sixty feet above the spectators. It is the 
hardest high wire trick ever attempted, one which the 
Wallendas themselves for several years feared was

TOTING WATER FOR GIRAFFES 
UNUSUAL TASK 


Wren the circus is discussed in any part of the 
United States and Canada, almost every man present — 
will recall with nostalgia his boyhood thrill in carry- 
ing water to the elephants when the great tents 
ballooned toward the sky. 

Yes, countless kids used to lug water buckets to the 
thirsty pachyderms to earn tickets to the show, but 
mighty few people have ever heard of kids carrying 
water to the giraffes. But it has been done. 

Now and then, some keen and enterprising young- 
ster finds his way to the giraffe corrals and wheedles 
the boss, into giving him a job. It’s not one tenth as 
tough as lugging water to the elephants, and the only 
drawback is that it's mighty hard to catch the giraffes 
when they need a drink. As a matter of fact, it’s been 
years since the Big Show elephants were watered by 
hand buckets.

to the four winds and departed from the custom of 
assembling the show in Madison Square Garden for 
rehearsals a few days prior to the first performance 
and then opening “cold” in the Big Town. 

He called the entire performing personnel and the 
musicians to Sarasota well ahead of the metropolitan 
premiere for weeks of intensive rehearsing and prac- 
tice. Then, a new outdoor arena of exactly the same 
dimensions as the one in Madison Square Garden was 


quickly constructed at winterquarters. The layout of | 


rings, stages, hippodrome track and bandstand was 
a counterpart of that in the great building which 
houses the world’s largest circus during its annual 
spring engagements. 

The “readying” of the 1944 performance was on a 
big scale and was carried on at several different loca- 
tions at winterquarters simultaneously under Mr. 
Ringling’s direction. The rehearsals were held in last 
year's big top, specially erected for the purpose, in 
the new arena, the ring barns, elephant kraal, and 
. the wild animal training building. 

With Mr. Ringling were Pat Valdo, general director; 
Lauretta Jefferson, dance director; Billy Livingston, art 
director and designer of costumes; A. A. Ostrander, 
technical director who designed the new properties 
and decor; Bert Knapp, director of music; Merle Evans, 
bandmaster; Vander Barbette, aerial director and a 
retinue of assistants. 

Aubrey Haley and Mrs. Charles Ringling, here, 
there and everywhere, were on the grounds early 
and late working hand in glove with Robert Ringling, 
the production staff and the performers. All hands 
were in there pitching to make this year’s circus ‘the 
show of shows” and the rehearsals were character- 
ized by the type of team work that spells success. 

With 800 people in the performance schooled as 
they'd never been schooled before and the hundreds 
of animal actors, from Court's cultured carnivora to 
the performing pinnipeds, trained to perfection's 
peak, the circus showed its Florida neighbors what 
was in store for this season’s spectators and for the 
first time in history gave a two-performance preview 
under canvas prior to its New York opening. 

These showings, full and complete in every detail, 
with the entire proceeds going to charities, were given 
on March 26 at Sarasota, still further making this 
charming city the undisputed capital of the circus 
world. 

And now, with its great 1944 season in full swing, 
the circus is again co-operating with the Office of 
Defense Transportation by playing fewer cities and

To an elephant, the main course of the day’s re- 
past is hay. Of course, they do have a side dish of 
mash, made of seven pounds of bran, and not being 
particular about their figures, have found much 
added enjoyment in the peanuts fed them by visitors 
between meals. This menu of hay, bran-mash and 
peanuts is duly washed down by some fifty or more 


gallons of water daily. 


“Hay-burners”, is the term applied to these huge 
animals by circus men, but while elephants are 
willing to work and perform many hours of the day, 
just for a bale of hay ... there is no telling what 

. they would not do for tobacco... they love it, con- 


trary to the old fable. 


It is the Asiatic elephant that predominates in the 
circus, as the African species does not respond to 
training as well. But there is no difference in the 


matter of their appetites. 


A veritable symbol of the American circus, the 
elephant today holds the affections of the public just 
as it did in George Washington's time, when it was 
@ newcomer in this country. For, what would the 


circus be without elephants? 


With innovations and modernization of the trans- 
portation system of a circus, even today, when 
the rains come and the gaudy wagons bog down in 
the muddy mire and man-made motors fail to respond 

.to the terrific pull, the faithful elephant is brought 
~forth and with head bent to the effort, the balky truck 


or wagon is soon on its way again. 


Elephants are not cheap. The original purchase 
price runs into the thousands and the upkeep is tre- 
mendous. Much of the hay fed to the bulls” on the 
Big Show is especially grown and cultivated at the 
Ringling Bros and Barnum & Bailey farm at Peru, 
Indiana and shipped to Winterquarters at Sarasota 
during the winter months. But the hay consumed 
during the circus season is bought locally wherever 


the circus might be playing.

and carpenter shops, canvas storage warehouse, truck 
repair shop, seat department and many others. Across 
from these was the largest building on the 200 acres 
of circus wonderland. This structure housed part of 
the menagerie on the ground floor and on the second 
floor. was the famous Ringling sail loft where each 
year the largest tent in the world is made and the forty 
other canvas spreads required by the circus. 

We visited the sail loft presided over by Ralph 
Harding and there, amid thousands of yards of canvas 
—it requires 74,000 yards a year to equip the circus 
and 70 miles of rope—I saw a couple of dozen veteran 
sailmakers working on the big top itself. 

Enough canvas to cover 12 full acres of land is used. 
Enough sailmakers’ thread and twine to stretch across 
the United States. Eighty-five hundred man hours are 
consumed in constructing the big top alone, and it 
seats 11,000 persons! 

A trip down the elevator brought me to the vast 
menagerie on the ground floor. Outside there was a 
large pool of hippopotami. A short distance away, 
looking pensively over high iron fences were Soudana, 
the tallest giraffe in captivity, and her mate. 

We next strolled over to a large tent which houses 
the air-conditioned cage of Mr. and Mrs. Gargantua 
the Great. I am sorry not to be able to report much 
progress on their highly publicized love affair. 

Only a few steps away was the elephant kraal 
where I met my old friends, fifty of these huge good- 
natured beasts. Some of them were being put through 
their routine of tricks in a regular size ring by the 
elephant boss, Eddie Allen. 

In the mechanical department I met William Yeske, 
famous master mechanic, whose family for three score 
years has built wagons and equipment for the Big 
Show. 

Though the folks back home in the North were shiv- 
ering with the icy blasts of winter, it was real summer- 
time here at circus Winterquarters and hundreds of 
visitors were coming and going in gay holiday mood. 
I was reminded of the spirit which permeates the air 
on circus day when the show is on tour. 

And I learned something I had never before real- 
ized. I was one of those thousands who believed that 
circuses “just happened” or, like Topsy, “just grew.” 
To me the sights I had witnessed at Ringling Bros and 
Barnum & Bailey Winterquarters had been the great- 
est performance of The Greatest Show on Earth.
